Echoes of Battle 


H Capturing Confederate works at the 
Cravens House, as published in Harper’s 


Weekly. An officer in Pettus’ brigade, 2nd 


Lieut. P.A. Cribbs of Company K, 20th 
Alabama, recalled: “Comrade Jess Davis 
and | were together, when a spent ball 
struck him on the stomach. He fell over 
a log, claiming that he was shot through 
and declaring it was fatal. | felt for the 
weund and found the ball flattened and 
lodged next to his skin, not having 
entered the flesh. Jess, you are not hurt 
very badly,’ said I; ‘here is the ball.’ He 
revived quickly and, jumping up, declared 
that the Yank should lay his gun down, 
for he had ‘caught him out.’ The bullet 
passed through his blanket, which was 
rolled and worn over the right and under 
the left shoulder. The bullet made seven 
holes in the blanket, then passed 
through his coat and two shirts, and left 
a black spot about the size of a hand on 
his abdomen.” 


Many of them showed 
where minie balls had cut their hats, coats or blankets. The meet- 
ing at that flag was one never to be forgotten, and many of us 
joined hands around it and pledged that no Yank should ever lay 
hands on it without passing over our dead bodies, and they never 
did.

‘Run the gauntlet’ 


Private James E. Reynolds

We had hardly gotten located on duty before we saw the Fed- 
eral army maneuvering in and around Chattanooga, evidently 
preparing to attack and dislodge us. But a short time elapsed un- 
til their command crossed the creek [Lookout] and bore down on 
us in such numbers that it was folly to resist, so the brigade was 
compelled to capitulate. None but those who chose death to cap- 
ture dared to take life in hand and run thé gauntlet in attempting 
to escape. 


H We were under Lookout Heights, and to avoid quryendering | 


were compelled to go back over our own abatis work under heavy 
cannonading, which was playing on the mountain side to cut off 
our retreat. Four of my comrades — Henry C. Latham, Buck 
Humphries, Steve and Joe Hughes — and I unhesitatingly chose 
the latter alternative; and we made the break for liberty, the rest 
surrendering — at least, we saw no others escaping. My four com- 
rades knew of a crevice in the mountain, which they made for, 
and were soon safe from the rattle of musketry and exploding of 
shells like hail about us. 

Bearing as much as possible toward the top of the hill and next 
to the mountain, I took up my line of retreat. While falling back 
toward the point of Lookout, and after being disabled from a 
wound in my breast, my attention was called to frequent confu- 
sion in the enemy’s ranks, the colors in their advance line fre- 
quently falling back on their massed columns as they pushed for- 
ward. I was facing the enemy in my retreat, and turned around to 
my right to see what caused the commotion and disorder, when, 
to my astonishment, I beheld some one hundred and forty-eight of 
our men who had been on picket duty the previous night, return- 
ing to their command. On discovering the situation they had 
formed in line of battle and were contesting every inch of ground 
that the enemy, numbering twenty-five to one, were taking. I for- 
got all about the rattle of bullets and cannon balls plowing the 
ground under me, and my eyes filled with tears when I saw them 
mashed to the ground. I saw them plainly using the butts of their 
guns and bayonets as they were being crushed underfoot, and not 
a Confederate’s back did I see turned to the enemy.

I do not know our numerical strength, but the brigade’s regi- 
ments were tolerably full, having done no fighting since Chickam- 
auga, and in that time had been recruited. The Thirty-Fourth 
Mississippi numbered nearly seven hundred. 

The day before the battle our company was on picket near 
where the Nashville & Chattanooga railroad crosses the creek. 
Everything was quiet, the pickets were in plain view, and neither 
thought of shooting without giving notice. That night about 
twelve o’clock the pickets were relieved, Company F taking our 
place. Picket posts were always relieved at night. 

The next morning, November 24, about sunrise, we heard sev- 
eral musket shots down on the picket-line, assuring us that 
“friendly” relations had ceased. In a few minutes a messenger 
_ came from the picket-line, calling for two companies from our reg- 
-. iment. By the time those two got to the front another messenger 
» came, calling for the balance of the regiment. When we arrived at 

_the foot of the mountain Lieut.-Col. McElwaine {Robert P. McKel- 
vaine, 24th Mississippi], who was in command of the pickets, de- 


_- Ployed the entire regiment as skirmishers. Had we remained in 


that position, the “battle above the clouds” might have resulted

E Private Valentine Delmas of Company 
L, 27th Mississippi, was captured on 
Lookout Mountain along with a majority 
of his company, including commander 
ist Lieut. Samuel W. Johnson, who fell 
badly wounded. Another member of the 
regiment recalled that when “the firing 
commenced between the enemy and our 
pickets, [the] enemy approached rapidly 
our position, seeming to force everything 
before them as though there was no 
resistance. One or two unsuccessful 
attempts were made to rally, but the 
incessant shower of shell and shot from 
the enemy’s batteries and the rush of 
their heavy force of infantry gave no time 
for doing so...” 

Delmas was sent to prison at Rock 
Island, Ill., until March 13, 1865, when 
he was exchanged. This photograph was 
taken shortly after his October 1864 
enlistment at Pascagoula, Miss.

Catholics who lived in the eastern part of 
Pascagoula around Bayou Casotte in the early 
1940s were determined not to let lack of 


transportation stop from attending Sunday Mass. _ 


Weekly, they gathered in the home of the late 
John and Gertrude Delmas off Martin Road and a 
priest from Our Lady of Victories Catholic Church 
celebrated Mass. 

On April 10, these devout-people and their 
descendants, who eventually organized as Sacred 
Heart Catholic Church, will celebrate the 25th 
anniversary of the founding of their parish. 

The small group of worshippers at the Delmas 
home steadily grew over the years as more people 
moved to this then-rural area, and the young 


people grew up and married. By 1946 it was © 


” evident that a church was needed there. 
An old wooden building that was once used for 
- Pascagoula’s Catholic school, then as the Knights 
of Columbus Home was moved to a lot at the 
corner of Ingalls and Martin and served as a 
mission church of Our Lady of Victories. 
_ In the early 1960s, there were about 130 families 
' attending services at the mission church. Thus, 
' Sacred Heart Parish was born on Dec. 27, 1962, 
when the Most Rev. Bishop Richard O. Gerow of 
the Diocese of Natchez-Jackson appointed the 
Rev. Patrick F. Quinn as the first pastor. 


With a donation of $20,000 from OLV, Father- 


Quinn and the parishioners began plans for the 
Sacred Heart Parish plant. First, old buildings 
were moved from OLV to church property for a 
convent, cafeteria and kindergarten and Father 
Quinn secured the services of the Sisters of the 
Most Holy Sacrament to teach the new school that 
was planned. 

By the beginning on the 1964-65 school year, an

elementary school-church building had been 
completed. The first Mass in this temporary 


_ church was celebrated on Sept. 3, 1964. By the 


mid-1960s there were 254 families on the church 
rolls. : 

The second phase of the new parish, a new 
rectory opened in March 1966, boosted the parish 
debt to $237,000. But through the work of the people 
under the leadership of their second pastor, the 
Rev. Michael Glynn (1967-1970), the debt was paid 
off by Dee:12, 1972. Plans began for the building of 
a new church under the third pastor, the Rev. 
Joseph Mercier (1970-1978) and the sanctuary was 
dedicated on Sept. 28, 1975. The mortgage of the 
church was paid in full by July 1984. 

On Feb. 2, 1978, the Rev. Bernard Farrell 
became the fourth pastor of the church and 
remains the guiding spirit of the church today. 


- Current associate pastor of the church is the Rev. 


Cuthbert O’Connell. Martin Finnegan is deacon. 
The 500 families who now belong to the church 
will celebrate Sacred Heart’s 25th anniversary 
with a 5 p.m. Mass, celebrated by the Most Rev. 
Bishop Joseph Howze, followed by a buffet dinner. 
Bill Mansfield, chairman of the anniversary 
committee, said former church pastors and 


associate pastors have been invited to join in 


observing the milestone.
